An Explanation of the 
Cause and Treatment for 
Tonsillitis 


TONSILLITIS, an acutely 

painful inflammation is due 
to various causes. Usually, we 
think of the predominating fac- 
tor as exposure to sudden change 


of tempera- 
ture, to a 
chil draft 
especially 
upon the 
back of the 
neck, or to 
getting the 
feet wet. Any 
of these ex- 
cuses will do 
if conditions 
aresrieg nt. 
For many 
reasons the 
tonsils them- 


cee selves may 


DR. CHRISMAN be sensitive, 
and easily 
inflamed. The general physical 
condition is usually under par 
and susceptible to attack. For 
some folks who get the habit, 
tonsillitis does not need any 
great provocation. They just 
naturally get tonsillitis every so 
often. 
See tell us that the 
age of greatest prevalence is 
from ‘fifteen to twenty-five years 
and the season of greatest sus- 
ceptibility is the variable one 
we call spring. There is little 
deubt that people of all ages 
have this acute inflammatory 
disease wheneyer their condition 
invites it and the infection is 
at hand. Rheumatism is a very 
close relation as is also gout. 
The same conditions are favor- 
able to any one of this class of 
disease. 
F CAUTION is exercised dur- 
ing childhood years, much of 
the danger of infection may be 
prevented. Sometimes very 
young children present large. 
spongy tonsillar masses that al- 
most meet across the throat. It 
is possible to relieve much of 
this condition by local astring- 
ent applications if the general 
system is kept in good order. 
The normal tonsil should be 
scarcely visible in an ordinary 
throat inspection andif the pair 
of them should be at all prom- 
{nent certain precautiong must 
be observed since they are fairly 
sure to invite trouble. 


* * * 


HILDREN can be taught 
when Guite young to gargle 
the throat with antiseptic solu- 
tions, warm salt water and the 
like. This process need not be 
the strenuous one, we so often 
indulge in, lest some of the deli- 
cate throat membranes, might be 
injured. Gargling should consist 
mostly of taking a large swallow 
of the solution and by holding 
the head far back, allowing the 
fluid to wash around and over 
the membranes, as the head is 
moved back and forth. When 
th. surfaces are cleansed the 
liquid is spit out and the process 
repeated several times. 
ONSILLITIS being a disease 
of acute infection there 
should be great respect paid to 
it. It may be and usually is ac- 
companied at some stage by tem- 
perature and the presence of 
fever always culls for precaution. 
For those who are subject to re- 
peated seizures of tonsillitis there 
is usually a preliminary period 
when the proper treatment can 
abort the attack. Once the in- 
fection is established. the disease 
is likely tp take its course. The 
trouble in any case is most pain- 
ful and is capable of any num- 
ber of complications. Even the 
simplest form makes swallowing 
so difficult as to sometimes be 
followed by a condition resem- 
bling paralysis. 
s & * 
HE treatment follows that of 
any acute infection. The 
bowels are likely to be very slug- 
gish and the kidneys over active. 
Hot liquids inside and ice packs 
outside the throat will afford 
some relief. Painting the throat 
with an iodine solution is advised 
as a rule but the necessary med- 
icines must be prescribed by a 
physician.

After 
a few minutes soaking, scrub 
your entire body thoroughly with 
@ lather of good soap and a 
rough wash cloth or bath brush. 
then rinse awey the suds and 
take a final rinsing in warm or 
cool clear water. 

Pat your skin dry with a 
Turkish towel, dust with a little 
bath powder or talcum, and oe 
into a coo]. loose garment whil 
you pinch the weveg into arts 
hair, sponge your face with cool 
water or skin tonic, and mani- 
cure your fingernails. Leave 
your face free from make-up 
during this operation. 

Your cuticles and fingertips 
will probably be sufficiently soft- 
ened by the bath so they will 
need no. special preparation. 
Take a steel file and use brisk 
strokes to shorten and shape the 
nails so they will not be easily 
broken. Now take an orange- 
wood stick. tip it with cotton 
(surely you can afford one of 
the coniplete and inexpensive 
in cuticle remover. Go around 
the cuticles, pushing them back 
and shaping them as you work, 
then run the stick under your 
fingernails to remove any Stains 
and bits of skin there. Let the 
preparation remain on your nails 
a feW minutes and rinse it away 
and wipe off the dead cuticle 
with a soft towel. 

If they need it, give your fin- 
gernails a final bit of shaping 
and smoothing with a fine emery 
board, then dip a buffer in the 
pewder polish that comes in the 
kit, and give them a good buff- 
ing to smooth away any slight 
ridges or irregularities. After 
this use the paste polish to give 
the nails a soft luster. It is best 
not to use the liquid polish when 
you must have your hands in 
water a great deal, since it is too 
drying unless special care is 
taken, It i. wise for you to use 
a little of the nail white under 
the tips of your nails, however, 
as it gives an attractive finish 
and will help prevent stains and 
grime from accumulating there. 

This is an excellent time to 
give your feet a little extra care. 
File and shape your toenails, 
push back your cuticles and re- 
move corns and callouses with a 
little powdered pumice. Now ap- 
ply a little cold cream and mas- 
sage the feet carefully from the 
toes to the ankles, then up to 
the knees. pressing and stroking 
gently. Wipe away the excess 
cream and rinse the feet in cold 
water to tone them and stimu- 
late the circulation. 

Now if you have the time— 
even a little time—lie down 
your feet a little “higher than 
your head, and take a brief nap 
or rest. Your feet have a hard 
job of it and they will be grate- 
ful for this little extra care. 
Just before it is time to start 
dinner, apply a bit of rouge and 
a Gusting of powder and you will 
be as attractive and sparkling as 
any of your town sisters. And 
don’t forget the bedtime cleans- 
ing, no matter how tired you 
are! It will keep your skin 
smooth and unblemished in spite 
of other abuses.

Berry Jams 

To make a good strawberry 01 
raspberry jam, the quickest way 
use four and one-half ‘cups of 
washed and sliced fruit. The 
fully ripe berries are best for 
this purpose. Measure seven cups 
of sugar, mix with the berries 
and bring to a full rolling boil 
over the hottest. fire. Remove 
from the fire and stir in one- 
half bottle of commercial pectin. 
Then stir and skim by turns for 
five minutes to cool slightly and 
prevent the fruit from iioating 
to the top. Pour quickly into 
ret. sterilized jars and add par- 
affin at once. This makes about 
six ten-cunce glasses of jam. 

Cherries and respberries com- 
bined make a delicious conserve. 
Cook two cups of pitted cherries 
in a very small amount of water 
until tender, then add two cups 
of raspberries and three and one- 
foprth cups of sugar. Cook until 
the mixture is thick and clear.
